Irrigated  with  a  15-horse- 
power  pump  in  1943,  the  tract  produced  €9,354  pounds  of  green  beans,  1,200  pounds  of 
black-eyed  peas,  1,000  pounds  of  corn,  500  pounds-  of  tomatoes,  2,000  pounds  of  melons, 
200,400  pounds  of  sweet  potatoes,  seven  acres  of  spinach,  30,000  pounds  of  peanuts, 
20,-000  pounds  of  peanut  hay,  and  4,000  pounds  of  bean  hay.

T~  .  -t  The  exceptions  .follow:  1)  any  feeder  may  accept  delivery  at  any  one  time  of  pro- 
tein meal  not  to  exceed  2,000  pounds  if  individual  deliveries  are  not  made  more  fre- 
quently than  they  were  in  the  past;     2)  any  ranchman  may  accept  delivery  of  protein 
meal  in  such  amounts  as  are  necessary  to  provide  a  readily  available  supply  for  ranch 
feeding  purposes  and  to  make  the  most  economical  use  of  transportation  facilities 
under  0DT  regulations;     3)  any  handler  or  mixed  feed  manufacturer  may  accept  delivery 
of  a  single  carload  lot  of  any  protein  meal  if  individual  deliveries  of  carload  lots 
are  not  made  more  frequently  than  they  were  in  the  past.

NEW  MEXICO  STOCKMEN.  HIT  JACKPOT 
.  Stockmen  in  the  Mesa  Soil  Conservation  District  estimate,  that  they  produced  an 
additional  56,000  pounds  of  beef,  last  year,  according  to  J.  V.  Taylor,  state  conserva 
tionist  for  the  Soil  Conservation  Service,. 

The  inoreased  beef  production— an  important  contribution  to.,  the  nation's  war  C 
food  needs— is  a  result  of  reseeding  3,300  acres  of  poor  farming  land  to  native 
grasses  and  building  stock  water  tanks,  on  nearly  ten  sections  of  range  land. 

Based  upon  the  average  .sale  price  of  12  cents  a  pound,  this  56,000-pound  in- 
crease has  brought  stockmen  of  Harding  and  adjacent  counties  in  northeastern  New. 
Mexico  an  additional  profit  of  $6,720. 

FOREST  SERVICE  MAPS  GO  TO  WAR  . 
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Relief  model  maps  prepared  in  the  regional  office  of  the  Forest  Service  are  now 
being  used  by  the  Army,  to  teach  fliers  to  read  maps  and  to.  give  them. an  opportunity 
to  study  the  mountainous  terrain  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona.. 
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.......   Distribution  of  the  model  maps  to  the  National  Forests  had  just  started  when

EGG  PRICES  GO  UP 

Host  Hew  Mexico  poultrymen  could  breathe  again  this  week  as  they  realized  that 
the  worst  of  the  all-too-recent  egg  price  crisis  is  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Except  in  a  few  isolated  areas  of  New  Mexico,  authorized  egg  dealers  acting  as  . 
agents  of  the  War  Food  Administration  are  buying  ungraded  eggs  at  a  minimum  of  26 
cents  a  dozen.    Meanwhile  other  New  Mexicans  who  want  to  purchase  eggs  from  pro- 
ducers and  offer  them  for  sale  to  the  WFA  are  being  asked  to  write  the  Office  of 
Distribution  in  Albuquerque. 

LAMP  INFLATION  THREATENS  U.  S.  SECURITY 

The  threat  of  rural  land  inflation  is  moving  closer  home,  according  to  Arthur  d 
M.  Hauke,  Extension  economist,  who  points  out  that  the  index  of  farm  real  estate 
values  for  New  Mexico  hit  117  on  March  1— three  points  higher  than  the  national 
average.     This  was  an  increase  of  16  per  cent  for  the  year  and  .an  increase  of  39  per 
cent  since  1940. 

Similar  inflationary  tendencies  are  evident  for  the  nation  a-s-a  whole,  Mr.  Ifeuke 
said.     The  index  of  the  average  value  per  acre  of  farm  real  estate  rose  14  per  cent 
during  the  past  year  and  9  per  cent  during  the  last  four  months.     Thus  America  is 
moving  nearer  and  nearer  the  precipice  of  land  inflation.
